REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-26 
are allowed. 

Prior art of record fail to disclose the connection means comprise at least one 
conductor track which is over-molded inside the closure casing, and which is provided 
with at least one notch suitable for co-operating by inter-fitting with a connection plug of 
one of the electrical components of the motor and gearbox unit, the track portions 
longitudinally defining each notch being suitable for exerting contact pressure by elastic 
deformation onto respective faces of the associated connection plug, and including 
other combined features as recited in claiml .
